Overruled Himself 

When Reagan recently an- 
nounced his plan to “draft' 
McCone, he was asked what 
had happened to his legisla- 
tive committee proposal. 

“I have overruled myself on 
that one/’ he replied. 

This weekend, Reagan got 
the endorsement of Dr. Max 
Rafferty, California’s con- 
troversial Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. Reelected 
in June to what is officially k 
non • partisan post, Rafferty 
said he would support Reagan 
because Reagan can do more 
for education than Brown. 

Rafferty, an educational 


fundamentalist, has submitted 
identical questionnaires to 
both candidates. Brown re- 
sented this approach and 
charged that the questions 
were loaded to favor Reagan. 
Among other things, Rafferty 
asked: 

“If elected will you meet 
with the University of Califor- 
nia regents and exert the lead- 
ership necessary to persuade 
them to adopt regulations 
which prevent treasonable 
and immoral conditions from 
existing within the Universi- 
ty?” 

Former Democratic State 
Chairman Roger Kent de- 
clared, “This questionnaire is 
a phony, based on the assump- 
tion that there were treasona- 
ble and immoral activities on 
the Berkeley campus. Would 
you believe that Reagan and 
Rafferty wrote the question- 
naire together?” 

Reagan denied collusion, 
said he had no advance 
knowledge of Rafferty’s en- 
dorsement
